The president and his cabinet passed 
out of the station between a line of 
8mart-icoking militiamen on one side 
and a smarter-looking line of young 
cadets from the Jesuit military college 
here, on the other. The crowd around 
the station was so dense that it re- 
quired the heroic efforts of the police 
to keep the path to the carriages -clear. 
A military parade, consisting of the 
Louisiana cavalry troop, the Washing- 
ton artiiiery and all tha militia from 
this end of the state escorted.the 
party along Camp and Canal' streets 
to the new St. Charles hotel. The city 
was liberally but not lavishly adorned 
with the national colors. But the 
crowds in the streets were tremendous. 


Mrs.-McKinley' and the ladies of the 


party dined quietly at the- hotel, and 
later received the ladies of New Or- 
leans. The president and his cabinet, 
with the other gentlemen of the party, 
were given an elaborate banquet at 
the hotel in the evening. About SOO 
of the prominent men of New Orleans 
were present, and the banquet was 
said to exceed in every respect any- 
thing of a similar character attempted 
heretofore in this city. 


Today the party drove about the 


city in the morning and in the after- 
noon took a sail along the river front. 
At 6'elock this evening the presiden- 
tial special will again resume its jour- 
ney towards the Golden Gate.

Although it 
(s generally supposed the coal owners 
lave been backing the miners wiik 
the object of bringing pressure on tas 
;overnment to modify the coal taxa- 
,ion project, there are signs o£ a divis- 
on of opinion since the federation 
reached its decision to strike unless 
:he coal tax is withdrawn, sad some 
of the influential owners, ef.pecjaiiy 
hose not esporting coal, are counsel- 
ing prudence. The miners' resolution 
for advocating a strike appears to ba 
based on fpiir that the owners -will re- 
coup themselves from the tar by - 
equivalent reduction in -wages. 


Reports from the mining ^districts 


indicate that a majority of the miners 
are in favor o£ the strike. They have 
had two years of prosperity and tha 
funds of their unions are overflowing. 
Therefore they are likely to welcome 
a holiday. It is admitted, however, 
by 'Liberals aad Conservatives alike. 
that their ill-advised action will have 
no effect so far as repeal of the cnal 
tax is concerned. The whole country 
condemns tlie strike, which will tend 
to disorganize all the industries; and 
ss the people have little sympatfcr 
with; the. coal trade, which during the 
last 12 mouths has reaped hnge'profits 
at the expense of the community, the 
only effect of the strike is iikely to be 
to draw., the support or: the country to- 
ward the governm-cut. This .-feeliag 
is so strong- that it is believed in many 
quarters that the federation is only 
"bluffing," and that "when it finds the 
coal tar adopted by a substantial ma.- 
jority the strike will be called off."

gland recently for a unique experiment. 
A mine which had been closed hermet- 
iealiy by an explosion aeaFthe mouth 
of the shaft was ortened. fifteen monUis 
after the accident. The air within the 
mine had been compressed enormously 
by the explosion, and "for twenty-four 
hours ; after the opening was made. 
it -volleyed out with a great nois«, I>ur-- 
ing this time it was possible to gather 
enough al it for analysis, and it was 
found that its composition had been 
altered so completely by the explosion 
and the cxmseqitent sealing of the 
mine that the gas that escaped die! not 
contain any oxygen whatever. It con- 
sisted entirely of carbonic acid gas. 
firedamp and nitrogen. But although 
it was absolutely fatal to animal life, 
it possessed wonderful powers tor pre- 
serving-other orgaaic life, as was dis- 
covered when the mine was purifled 
enough to .perrsii itjyesti^ntion, 
All

hind by the miner? •were found !n thor- 
oughly good condition. The bread was
